STATEMENT BY THE PRIME 


MINISTER, 


The Prime Minister has sddressed the follow- 
ing reply to a correspondent, who asked what 
was the attitude of the Government towards 
the decontrol of the coal industry, and whether 
there was any truth in the suggestion that the 
Government were seeking to attack: trade 
unione:—“ On the question of the decontrol of 
the coal industry, Í entirely confirm what Sir 
Robert Horne has already said upon this 
matter. It is the considered policy of the Go- 
vernment, as explained to Parliament, gradually 
to free the coal industry from Government con- 
trol, but so long as the present discrepancy 
continues between the export price and the 
home price, which is regulated by the cost of 
production, it is impossible for the Government 
to abandon the control of the prices of coal at 
the pithead. Long before the present claim 
was ever urged, the Government had been re- 
gulating the price of coal for home consump- 
tion, and as’ recently as August 16th, by the 
Mining Industry Act, they took power to con- 
tinue the control of prices for a further period 
of eighteen months. Until the ey price ap- 
proximates much more closely to the home price 
it is the intention of the Government to retain 
some form of control of pithead prices, and of 
the quantity allowed for export, im order that 
coal required for domestic and industrial con- 
sumption may be afforded to our people at a 
reasonable price. The suggestion that the 
Government is seeking to attack the trade 
unions of the country is preposterous. 
The Government had always recognised 
that the trade amnion organisation is 
vital in the interests of Labour, and it 
has consistently accepted the principle that the 
trade unions should represent the interests of 
their members in the whole . industrial field. 
Not only has that principle*been accepted, but 
both in legislation and in administration the 
position of the trade unions has been fully 
recognised. No better example can be cited than 
the dealings of: the Government with the 
Miners’ Federation. In all questions affecting 
w and conditions of labour in the mining 
se sáile the right of the Federation to speak 
and negotiate on behalf of its members has 
never been questioned. But if a trade union or 
any section of the community attempts to usurp 
the functions committed to the Government by 
the whole body of the people, such a claim 
must be unhesitatingly resisted. It is those 
who make such a claim, not those who resist it; 
who imperil the record, the position, and the 


work of the tra’ unions.”

The court found the accused guilty. 

Captain Gover said that in June, 1919, the 
accused was.convicted by district court-martial 
of charges. under D.O.R. . Regulations, and 
sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment with 
hard’ labour. The accused was to have been 
tried by general court-martial on the 18th 
August, but he went on hunger-strike. Subse- 
quently he abandoned the hunger-strike, which 
was the cause of the delay. 

The sentence will be announced later.

MILITARY PRECAUTIONS IN EDENDERRY. 

Early yesterday morning notices were posted 
up by the military proclaiming the “ Curfew” 
Order in Edenderry from 9 p.m. until 5.30 a.m. 
The posters were torn down shortly after- 
wards, and subsequently the police went from 
house to house warning the people to remain 
indoors. At midday several squadrons of 
Lancers arrived in the town, accompanied by 
a battery of artillery. The- majority proceeded 
to the military camp at Monasteroris, and for 
the accommodation of the remainder houses in 
the town and immediate district were “com- 
mandeered.” Considerable excitement prevails, 
and speculation is rife as to the reason for this 
activity. Permits are available’ for doctors, 
purses, and clergy, and a staff of military is 
stationed in the Town Hall for the purpose of 
issuing these. Edenderry, it may be mentioned, 
is possibly the most peaceful centre in Ireland, 
and is, and has been, absolutely free from dis- 
turbance of any kind,
